that Faith it had Adorn'd. Not, as the Hea- 
?hens then impioully accuſed them, to pay t. 
vine Honours to the Dead; nor yet, as the 
"I Papi/ts would fince vainly perſwade us; to offer 
ſe ; Sacrifice, or make Atonement for their Souls: 
but firſt of all, to pay the Duties of Humanity 
to thoſe Deceaſed, and then to Commemorate 
their Vertues, and to Praiſe God for the good 
Confeſſion they had witneſſed; and to excite 
and confirm m others, the like Zeal and Con- 
ſtancy amidft the dangerous Conflicts of thoſe || 
trying Times. Twas to admire their Graces, | 
to recount their Sufferings, to continue their 
Examples, to propagate their Faith, to keep 
alive their Zeal; in a word, to give Glory to 
GoD 
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 Gop for the Fellowſhip and Communion of his 
Spirit, and to engage others, by the like Steps, 
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to preſs forward 70 the mark and prize of our 
high calling. 


Thus were thoſe excellent Perſons us'd to dil. 
charge the Duty of the Text, and to celebrate

to their Deſerts. They demonſtrated in Fact, 
what the Wiſe Man here obſerves in Diſcourſe, 
and induc'd the Living to embrace Vertue, by 
the Praiſes and Eulogies they beſtow d on the 
Dead. 
And twas certainly a Practice worthy of all 
1 Imitation, not only in regard of the Juſtice 
done thereby, to the Memories of good and 
eminent Perſons, who naturally are entitled to 
hleſſing and a good Name; but, likewiſe as it 
contain'd Arts and rare Inftruments of building 
Men up in their moſt holy Faith, and recon- | 
ciling their Affections to 5 Intereſts of a ſin- 
cere and more hearty Religion. For, ſuch near 
and concerning Views of Mortality are very 
apt to daſh the proud Inſults of Nature, to 
check and bring down the Extravagancies of 
our Blood and Temper, and ſo to make Men 
more Serious and more Contemplative, more 
apt to learn ſober Leſſons, and to weigh wiſely 


with themſelves, whither tis they are going. 


And when, in this ſoft and teachable Diſpoſition, ' 
we 
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wie hear how a holy Perſon has exerciſed all the 

| Graces of a true Follower of the bleſſed Jeſus, 
and fo by Patience and Comfort in well-doing, 

| finiſhed his Courſe, and entered into the Joy of 


his Lord, tis apt to animate and inflame our 
' Zeal, and to give us new Courage and Strength 
for the Combat. Thus Examples ſeem to have 
nearer ways to Mens Hearts, and a more quick 
and vigorous Influence upon them than other 
means of Inſtruction: Befides, every Remem- | 
brance of the Perſon is apt likewiſe to bring 
the good things ſaid of him to our Minds, and 
to urge us on to an Emulation of the like com-

The quiet Eſtate of the Church has now 


indeed ſuperſeded ſome part of their Practice,

Occaſions, more than enough, for Seriouſneſs, 


and thoſe ſober Reflections, which the humbling 


Images of our own approaching Diſſolution are 
apt to repreſent, and greatly improve upon our 
Thoughts; and I am ſure, we have great reaſon 
10 recommend Vertue and Religion, by all the 
moſt advantageous ways of Addreſs, and to take 
care that we loſe the Benefit of no Example or 
Opportunity, that ſeems peculiarly fitted to

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And though many of thoſe Remembrances of 
Mortality afford little matter for our Contem- 


plation, beſide that of our own haſtening Change,

Yeſterday drawn before our Eyes in this place, | 
muſt call too many things to our Minds, and |

For that Excellent Perſon, whoſe Remains | | 


we then Jaid up, in Confidence of a joyful Re- | 
ſurrection, was adorn'd with ſuch Vertues, and | 
ſo truly qualified by his whole Life and Actions, 
as well as in this laſt Condition, to be a Mo- 
nitor and Example to us, that if we imitate |

That a good Name, and honourable Remem- 
brance, after Death, is the Reward and 
Conſequent only of Righteouſneſs and an 
upright Converſation. 


The Deſireableneſs of a good Name, and file I! 


Character among Men, is what needs no Argu- 


ment to evince it. Tis ſufficient here to refer 


every Man to his own Breaſt, and to thoſe quick 
and lively Paſſions, which we there feel. If 
any one be ſo ſtupid as to doubt of it, unleſs he 
be as ſenſeleſs as a Stock, he may ſoon be con- 
yinc'd by a contrary Treatment. No Body can 
bear Invectives, and the Scorn of a reviling 
Tongue, without great Reluctancies and Tu- 
mults within: neither is any one of ſo profli- 
gate, or ſo abject a Temper, as not to be found 
deſirous of ſome Eſteem, at leaſt with thoſe 
that are Cempanions of {ſuch things, as he pre- 
fers or chooſes to purſue. But all zngenuous 
Minds are very tender of their Reputation and 
good Name, and can't ſuffer, though unjuſtly in 
that, without very uneaſy Reſentments. 


Neither is this for any Pleaſure they take in 


 Flatteries, or the Softneſſes of Praiſe and Com- 


mendation ; nor for any Ends they have to 
{erye

ſerve by it upon others, or for any Vanity of 
their own they ſeek to gratify: but it ſprings 
from a true Greatneſs and Generoſity of Mind, 
and is always found moſt vigorous in the beſt 
and nobleſt Tempers. It riſes in Proportion to 
the Worth and Honour of the Perſon, and 


ſeems to derive immediately from that divine 


Particle within us, whoſe Aſpirings are all to 
Immortality. For it is not circumicribd by the 
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narrow Limits of Life, and our Continuance 
here, but is boundleſs and unconfin d as Thought, 
and extends to imaginary Generations, that are 

| yet to be long unknown. 


The Deſire of a fair Reputation is not cooled 


| or leſſened by the Apprehenſions of the Grave, 
but is rather actuated and heightened by it. 
Men are more concernd to leave a good Report 


behind them, than to enjoy it here; and many, 
that have no Scruples in expoſing themſelves 
in their Life times to Cenſure and ill Opinions, 
would yet willingly have a better Character 
when they are no more ſeen. If this were not 

too evident in Experience, and the general Senſe 
of Mankind, twere eaſy to ſhew it by man 
Teſtimonies of Scripture; where we are told, 
That a good name 1s rather to be choſen than 570 
great riches and, that it is better than precious 
ointment : nay, that the day of ones death, with _ 


ſuch Praiſes in view, 29 preferable even to that | 
wherein we are born. But | 
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But this 5 Blefling will be the Reward only of 


Righteouſneſs and Vertue; or, as the Text As 
it, of the Juſt. A word obſerved in Scripture 
to be of a very general and comprehenſive Sig- 
vification, and to denote a conſtant and ſettled 
Rectitude of Lite and Manners, a confirm'd and 


habitual Conformity of our Actions to the Rule | 


and Will of Gop. And 'tis ſuch an one only,

but yet all thoſe, whoſe Happineſs it was to be 
| known to, or acquainted with, ſuch a Perſon, 


are more eſpecially concern'd for his Memory, 
and to pay thoſe Praiſes that are due to 1t. For 
theſe have liv d within the Sphere of his Acti- 


vity, as it were, have enjoy'd the Bleſſings and 
Advantages of his Vertues, and ſtand bound by 


many Obligations, beſides that of Juſtice to his 
Deſerts, to mention him, not without Honour 


anda particular Regard. The ſeveral Inſtances 


of Vertue, that conſtitute and make up the 
Converſation of ſuch a Juſt Man, as my Text 


| ſpeaks of, do neceſſarily in their Exerciſe derive 


ſo many Advantages and Comforts upon all 
that are round about him, as muſt engage them 


in Gratitude to a Friend and a Benefactor, as 


well as in Love and Admiration of his Vertue, 
to bleſs his Memory, to delight in his Praiſes, 
and to give Glory to Gop for thoſe excellent 


Graces which ſhone ſo brightly in him. Thus 
is Vertue a ſure Foundation of Honour and a 


good Name, even in the Grave; and, it has ap- 
pear d, 1 hope, by what 1 have ſaldz that h 
memory of 25 just Shall be bleſſed, when the | 
name of the wicked ſball be clean put out. 
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But this Lam ſenſible is too general and cold 
a Diſcourſe to ſuit the preſent Temper of your 
Minds, and therefore J now willingly remit 
your Thoughts to that Object, from which 1 
have been too injurious in detaining them ſo 


long. For the Text, in its full Comprehenhion, 


ſtands ſo well aſſerted and explain d in the moſt 


eminent Example of our deceaſed Patron and 
Friend, that as it is now a more acceptable, ſo | 


would it be a more effectual way of illuſtrating 
it, to repreſent him to your Obſervation, even 


tho' you were leſs prepar'd for a fayourable En- | 


tertainment of it than you are. For the Juſtice 


and unuſual (I had almoſt ſaid unparallel'd ) | 


Integrity of his whole Life and Converſation, 


has given very endearing Occaſions to the pre- 
ſent Age, to bleſs his Memory: and of how | 
much Honour the Report of his Vertue will be 
hereafter, we ſhall with more Adyantage leaye | 


Poſterity to declare. 


Tis the Diſadyantage of our preſent Endea- 
vours, that we are not of Condition to obſerve 


the finer Parts of his Character, peculiar to his 


Quality and Degree; and, amongſt the many | 
other Imperfections of this Diſcourſe, it muſt | 
profeſſedly want all Attempts upon that, as | 
neither fit for me to handle, or you to hear. | 
He liv'd ſo indeed as to be a juſt Example of a | 
| Wiſe, and Honourable, and Excellent Perſon ; 
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and his Name, and Authority, and Eſteem has 
been ſuch, as might juſtly raiſe the Emulation 

of all thoſe that ſtand near his Rank, and make 

them become a Bleſſing to their Country, * 

endeavouring to be like him. 

But all Enlargements on theſe chings can 

ſerve no Advantage of yours, whoſe way of 
Life is too remote for ſuch Aims: and there 

can be no Pretence of doing juſtice to him, when

lively Apprehenſions of that Majeſty before 


whom he was, to ſuffer him to be Careleſs or | 


Formal in his Prayers. And therefore he be-

_ 1 muſt not hope to have time now to take 
notice even of all the great and more remark- 
able Acts of his Charity, and ſcarcely to men- 
tion, what 1 think very juſtly deſerves a place 


here, that is, his conſtant employing and ſetting 


at Work many Labourers and poor Men. It 
pleaſed God to reward this his great Charity by 
viſible and preſent Returns; and to bleſs him 


with {ſuch Succeſs and Advantage from their La- 


bours, as well exemplified the Apoſtle's Aſſertion, 
im. and ſhewed god/:ne/s to be profitable to all things, 


| and that it has Zhe promiſe of the hife that now | 


is, as well as of that which is to come. Yet how- 
ever, it was his Induſtry and Care that ſet the 


Wheel a going, and twas his Charity and Con- 


ceern for the Good of his poor Neighbours, that 
Was a principal Motive to his Undertakings. 


But I may be thought to trifle with your Pa- 


tience, in mentioning theſe private and par- 


ticular Advantages, whilſt the whole County 


felt the Bleſſings and Happineſs of his Vertues.

gards, and to put you in mind of a Charzzy, not 
to one Neighbourhood or Age only, but to a 


whole Kingdom, and to long deſcending Gene- 


rations. For ſuch I reckon the Love he bore 
to his Country to be, and the great Pains and 
Care he took to ſerve it faithfully upon all occa- 
fions. Tis to be feared, there are ſome who 


ſerve their Country only for the ſake of ſerving 


themſelves, whoſe Pains therein are directed 


rather to private Advantage, and the Account 


they find in it: and truly tis very fit, that as 
the Labourer is worthy of his hire, ſo a Man that 


. | ſpends his Life and Time, and all in ſerving 


the Publick, ſhould find Encouragement and 
a Reward worthy of his Pains. But how great 


then is the Charity, how juſt and highly de- 


ſerved is the Praiſe of him, who lays out his 


Eſtate, as well as Himſelf, in a brave Defence 


of his Country, and makes all private Regards 


ſtoop to the Intereſts and Neceſſities of a Na- 
tion.

What Loſſes this Gentleman ſuſtained in 


the late execrable Rebellion, when ſome Men 


| fought for Property, and Liberty to rob whom 
they pleaſed, has been already hinted to you; 

and there needs only an Hint to thoſe that are 
at all acquainted with the Tranſactions of this 


Country in thoſe Times. The many noble Ma- 


| nours and Seats, that were then, either by his 


Father or Himſelf, Sold or Compounded for, to 


appeaſe the Fury of thoſe ſanctify d Rebels, are 
yet too well known to need a larger account; 
only I would obſerve, that this gave him no 
Diſaffection to the Cauſe; neither was his Zeal 
and Conſtancy to this Church, and the Royal 
Defenders of it, in the leaſt abated, rather 
| heightened by a glorious Fartnerſnip of Suffer- 
ing for them. 

When he had weather d this Storm, * Gop 
had fulfill d his, and all good Men's Wiſhes, by 
| a miraculous Reſtoration! of the true Heir to 
the Throne, he appear'd with a milder 8 
in his Country's Service, and became a dilige 


| and faithful Member of that auguſt Allembly, 


the great Council of the Nation, where he la- 
boured many Years, with his wonted Applica- 
| tion and Induſtry , towards Eſtabliſhing the 
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Church and Nation upon wiſe and laſting Foun- 


| dations of Happineſs and Proſperity. 


But I may ſeem now to deyiate from my de-

| The Deference that was paid him on this 
ſcore, both in publick and private, even by 
| thoſe of his own Rank and Quality; and the 
Regard that was conſtantly given to his Senſe 
and Opinion of Things, in the Management of 


the common Buſineſs of his Country, had no 
need to have been mentioned here, but that it 
was oa great, as to become an ample Fan 
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not only of his Wiſdom and quick diſcerning 


of things, but of his noted Integrity and faith- 
ful Love of the Publick; and was ſo remark- 
able too, as ſerved to poſſeſs You with the like 
Opinion of Him, and to make you believe him 
a Perſon no leſs extraordinary in Relation to 
the Publick, than you had obſerved him in all 
the Variety of private Affairs. 


1 might juſtly, nay indeed ought to add, as | 


a a further Evidence of his Charity, and hearty 
Concern for the Common-wealth, the great 
Pains and Application wherewith he attended 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and the due Exe- 
cution of our molt excellent Laws, in that Sta- 
tion of Honour and Truſt he fo long held in 
behalf of the Publick. For to that great Skill 
and Underſtanding in our Laws, which the 
Quickneſs of his Parts, and an Education in
